OO AWARD 2013 (Update) 

On July 21st, His Royal Highness Prince Philippe became the new king of Belgium and His 
Royal Highness King Albert II has reigned for 20 years. For both occasions, all radio amateurs 
with a Belgian license will be allowed to use the prefix "OO" instead of "ON" from July 21st 
until and including September 20th, 2013. Belgian vanity callsigns (with only one letter in the 
suffix) may not change their prefix. Some vanity callsigns already have an "OO" prefix. 


The Belgian IARU Society UBA is issuing a commemorative award for working a specific 
number of these OO stations. Details are as following:
